A GEORGIA CYCLONE. 


A Church and Hundreds of Cabins Blown 
Down—Several Lives Lost—Many 
Cattle Drowned. 


Rome, Ga., Feb. 14.—([Special.]|—Reports are 
just coming in of a cyclone which passed over 
the northwestern portion of the State yester- 
day afternoon and late lust night. Trees, fences, 
and buildings in the path of the wind were 
blown down. Near Rome Capt. Gordon’s barn 
was blown down and two mules were killed. 

At Jonesboro the colored Methodist Church 
was carried away and several houses unroofed. 

In the country it is estimated that not less 
than 300 small hoyses and negro cabins were 
demolished and 1,500 poor people rendered 
homeless. Fortunately, the temperature is 
mild fdr this season of the year. 

Ten miles from Covington a colored woman 
was picked up bodily by the wind, and, after 
being carried some distance through the air, 
was landed in a small stream, from which she

THE FLOODS. 
AN EVENTFUL CRUISE. 

FROM EVANSVILAZ TO SHAWNEETOWN IN A 

SHAWNEETOWN, III., Feb. 14,—{Special.]— 
The steamer John 8. Hopkins, on which a 
representative of THe TRIBUNE took passage 
from Evansvilie for Shawneetown, steamed 
away for the corn-fields of the South soon after 
4 o'clock Wednesday afternoon. The course 
was first to the southwest, where the hidden 
channel of the river led her towurd a range of 
hills rising abruptly from the water's edge. 
Their majestic hights appeared as one of the 
banks of a mighty river, whose other 
shore lay far beyond the reach of 


panse a river was resisted by the ofa 
forest half hidden, which reared its branches 
above the flood. Here and there the cone- 
shaped roof of a dwelling struggled humbly to 
hold itself against the surging waters, while 


the white-capped waves of the great inland 


sea broke over the chimney-tops as if in deri- 
sion of man's feeble work. Corn-birs built 
upon stilts and towering above the surround- 
ings looked gloomy and forlorn without a hu- 
man guardian. Thousands and thousands of 
bushels of grain in this position, some just 
above the water-line and some sinking into 
the current, were passed without notice. 

As the vessel sped on her way the hills were 
soon passed, and, as the clouds thickened and 
the day grew darker, the pilot seemed to be 
steering into the heart of a forest. To the un- 
skillful the cornfield and the course of the 
river were identical,and in many places the 
current turned abruptly from its natural ¢han- 


the plantations and directly over the ruins of 
the houses which in happier times had settled 
its fertile and peaceful border. . 

ABANDONED HOMES. 

The second stories of many tall and strong 
houses stood like silent sentinels above the 
water, but the slightest breeze sent the break- 
ers dashing througu the doors and windows, 
many of which were shutterless and open, 80 
that the wind howled drearily through the halls 
and vacant chambers. The scenes about these 
abandoned houses were otten as ludicrous as 
they were melancholy. In one case the course 
of the boat seemed to be disputed by a solitary 
rooster perched upon the roof of a vacant 
dwelling, where he crowed in the most aggra- 
vating and insulting manner at the approach 
of the vessel, as if still anxious to. persuade all 
strangers that he was still cock of the Walk. 

At another place the boat’s whistle was an- 
swered by the bellowing of a steer, which, in 
the absence of the owner, had taken posses- 
sion of the second story of a lowland mansion, 
and was rushing around with a piece of bed- 
quilt attached to his horn. How he got there 
was not half so curious as the persistency | 
with which he waved his signal from his place 
at the window. 

TIED UP FOR THE NIGHT. 

The night gradually gre# colder, until the 
thermometer passed the freezing point. The 
difficulty with which the pilots followed the 
windings of the Ohio increased as the night 
wore on. At 6 o'clock it grew very dark and 
an angry wind swept over the decks, rocking 
the vessel from side to side and increasing the 
dangers in her way. After two hours of 
sistent headway, during which she barely missed 
running over a two-story house and a grove of 
frees, she passed Henderson, Ky. Disgusted 
with the trials, the Captain finally tied up some 
miles below. Several small craft passed in the 
darkness, one of which was caught by the wind 
and driven violently toward the hills, but good

It stands within 200 yards 
of the hills, upon which there is not a single 
house. The structures in Uniontown are all 
solid and substantial, most of them being con- 
structed of brick and stone, and the people re- 
fused to abandon them, the second stories 
being good enough for their present needs.

The principal buildings are the River- 
side Hotel, four stories high, on Front and 
Bank streets; the First National Bank, stone 
and brick, three steries and basement; the new 
echool-house on Locust, between Bank and 
First North Cross; the old court-house on Main 
street, near Second ‘North Cross; the Presby- 
terian church, on Church and Bank 
streets; a large four-story flour mill on 
Locust, between Second and Third North 
Cross; the wooden-dish factory on Front, near 
South Cross; the old furniture factory on 
Main, between First and Second Cross. All of 
the upper stories of these houses are crowded 
with people, who have divided up the space and 
are living in genuine camp style under a sort 
of patriarchal government. Nearly all of these 
buildings stand in about. eighteen feet of 
water, where there is a swift current, but their 
foundations have been built with a view to 
such an emergency, and they give no sign of 
any weakening. The lower floors of the hotel 
are rented as stores, so that water causes no

Among the fine residences which suffer fram 
the flood are Mayor Millspaugh's two-story 
house on Front street, near Second North Cross 
street; Peter McMurchy, two-story brick dwel- 
ling on Main street, near Second North Cross;

cupied; the two-story frame of Ald. Michael 
Golden, still occupied; a large tenement be- 
longing to the Rowan estate, upper story still 
occupied; County-Clerk Silas Cook’s house, 
abandoned; James Park’s residence, aban- 
doned, and water on the second floor deep 
enough to float a boat over the window-sill; 
the home of Mrs. S. M. Wiseheart, abandoned;

THE PEOPLE PREPARED FOR THE VISITATION. 

The damage here will be less than it was last 
year, because the people were thoroughly pre- 
pared for what they have seen. The houses 
are nearly all weighted down with stone, the 
valuable property litted upon platforms above 
the water's edge, and the whole anchored by 
strong ropes and wires to the roots of trees. 
These precautions taken, the old and feeble, 
of safety, and the water allowed to u- 
ally into the vacuum created by the protection 
of the levee to prevent asudden rush of waters. 
It was resolved Monday night that the bank 
should be cut. It was 2 o'clock a. m. Tuesday 
when the task was regarded as hopeless, and 
the men were taken off the work.

Its entire length is about four 
and a quarter miles, the river length being 
about one mile, and the strips which join the 
foothills a little over a mile and a half each. 
CUTTING THE LEVEE. 

Tuesday morning the water began to pour 
over the levee on the north siae in a broad, 
thin sheet. On the lower side of the town the 
streets were dry and passable for footmen to 
all parts. At the same time there was a solid 
volume of water fifteen feet deep on an aver- 
age along the three boundaries guarded by the 
levee. The 300 men who have been hauling 
earth were sent to the hills early Tuesday 
morning, and all the bells in the city were 
sounded at 1 o'clock, after which Mayor 
Millspaugh, the members of the Council, and 


narrow ditches over the south levee. To their 
surprise the old dirt under the fresh earth was 
frozen to the depth of a foot, and they made 
slow headway. The water flowed in steadily 
but gradually for nearly fifteen hours before 
the inside space was all filled as it is now. 
RISING. 

At this hour (9:30) the water is rising half an 
inch an hour, and is about three feet below the 
highest water mark ever attained before. The 
operator, who has a single wire at his disposal, 
sits with his chair in two inches of water on 
the floor of the second story of the levee ware- 
house as he sends this message, which may be 
the last for some days, as the wire continues 
to dip in the water. 2

LAWRENCEBURG. Ind., Feb. 14.—A fearful 
wind-storm last night added further desolation 
to the place by upturning more houses The 
losses on property can be safely placed at not 
less than $400,000. Nine inches more water 
would have flooded the floor of the highest-lo- 
cated house in the city. The cold weather, 
though welcome as stopping the rise, brings 
much suffering to the people in cars and other

Another remarkable fact 
is that the floods of 1880, 1881, and 
1882 attained their greatest hight during the 
third week of February. From this it appears 
that there have been floods at the same time of 
the year for five successive years, and the last 
two have been the greatest since records be- 
gan to be kept—ninety-five years ago. 
THEORIES AS TO THE CAUSE OF THE FLOODS. 
The philosophers are busy with speculations 
as to the cause of such remarkable floods. 
The first and most common suggestion was that 
it was due to the general destruction of 
the forests; then came the explanation 
that it was owing to the red sunsets. 
Today an entirely new theory was obtained, 
and it is the most plausible one yet ad vanced. 
It is that, through the introduction of cheap 
tiling, the farmers have very generally pro- 
vided drainage for their lands. The conse 
quence is, according to today’s theory, that 
great quantities of water which was formerly 
absorbed by the lowlands now runs off almost 
as rapidly as that falling upon the hillsides. 
The fact remains, however, that during the last 
fortnight there have been extraordinary rain- 
falls, which would have caused a great flood 
had the country remained in the con 
dition it was a hundred years ago. 
That the proportions of the flood were 
increased by the destruction of the 
forests and the draining of the swamps and low 
farming lands is altogethier probable. For the 
remarkable correspondence in the dates of the 
five floods of the last five years there is no cx- 
planation offered. 
INCREASED SUFFERING CAUSED BY COLD 
WEATHER—THE RAILROADS. 
Tune change in the weather greatly increased 
the suffering last night and today, but the fact 
that the river was at its highest and would soon 
soon be falling was a wonderful help to the 
homeless people in bearing it. Six thousand 
people slept in the school-houses of Cincinnati 
last night, and about as many in the various 
public buildings of Newport. There has been 
a considerable advance in the prices of pro- 
visions, coal, and coal-oil.

THE CITY IN A SAD PLIGRT. 


Ky., Feb. 14.—[Special.]—There | 
is a picture of desolation about the Falls of tne 
Ohio that has no parallel in the history of the 
nineteenth century.

THE WINNETKA MURDER. 
Throngs of People Visit the House 


* of Horrors in the Lakeside 
Suburb. 


Renewed Confidence in the Theory that 
the Willsons Were Murdered by 


Missing Papers—A Discovery Which 
May Shed Some Light. 


The revolting enacted at Winnetka 
Tuesday night has thrilled the inhabitants of 
that usually peaceful suburb with an intense 
degree of excitement which only the capture 
and punishment of the guilty can subdue, The 
family homestead was visited yesterday by an 
almost continuous stream of excited humanity, 
many coming from the city and the surround- 
ing villages. Some had known the murdered 
couple for years, and had been more or less in- 
timately acquainted with their family affairs 
from the time they first settled in the village. 
The tear-stained cheeks of many callers bore 
evidence that there were a large circle of lov- 
ing friends to mourn the loss of the childless 
couple, 

MORBID CURIOSITY-SEEKERS. 

But the majority of those who tramped up 
the weil-beaten path leading from the depot to 
the house only came to satisfy an insatiable 
longing for a sight of the gory scene and to 
give their unimportant theories as to who was 
the perpetrator of the bloody deed. In the 
village nothing else was thought of or talked 
about, the absorbing theme of conversation be- 
ing the horrible details of the awful crime and 
a general theorizing as to what possible motive 
could have prompted any one to commit such 
an inhuman butchery.

THE M’PHERSON BANK BILL. 

The MePhersen bill the Senate 
Finance Committee proposes briefly that the 
National banks shall be authorized to issue 
circulating notes equal in amount to the face 
value of the bonds deposited to secure them, 
provided that the total amount of such notes 
shall at no time exceed the actual paid-in 
capital of the bank issuing the same, This 
bill was agreed upon m committee in prefer- 
ence to one framed by Mr. Sherman, which 
proposed to authorize an issue of notes equal 
to 90 per cent of the par value of the bonds 
and also 90 per cent of the interest in excess 
of 3 per cent that shall accrue on such bonds 
before they shall become redeemable, This 
would be about equivalent to an issue equal 
to 90 per cent of the market value of the 
bonds. Mr. Sherman is not satisfied with 
the judgment of the Finance Committee, 
and hence he desires to modify the MePher- 
son bill in such manner as to make it conform 
as nearly as possible to his own scheme. To 
this end he has proposed an amendment pro- 
viding that when the bonds deposited by the 
banks bear an interest exceeding 8 per cent 
. additional circulating notes shall be issued 
equal in amotht to one-half the aggregate 
interest accruing on such bonds before their 
maturity in excess of 3 per cent, This would 
authorize an issue of bank-notes in excess of 
the face value of the bonds deposited to se- 
eure the same. 

The Sherman amendment ought to be voted 
down. The popularity of the. National-bank 
currency is due to the fact that it is as sound 
as the Government bonds which are deposited 
as security for the same. Heretofore and 
now the banks are permitted to issue notes 
only to the amount of 90 per cent of their 
bonds, but long experience has proved that 
this extra margin of security is not necessary 
for the protection of the noteholder, and the 
premium commanded by the bonds has made 
the condition burdensome to the banks. 
Moreover, the Government is morally bound 
to consider its own bonds as always worth 
their face in lawful money, and hence the re- 
quirement that the deposit of bonds shall 
be equal in amount to the issue

The Gov- 
ernment may guarantee the par value of its 
bonds with safety and propriety, but beyond 
this it should not go in any effort to establish 
popular confidence in the circulating notes 
issued by the National banks, 

The authority to issue notes equal to the 
face value of the deposited bonds will be to 
increase the circulation privileges of the 
banks by 10 per cent over their present priv- 
Uleges. If the conditions warrant any en- 
couragemerit beyond this it should be sought 
in another direction. The bill submitted by 
Mr. Potter in the House proposes to reduce 
the Government tax on bank circulation from 
1 per cent to one-half of 1 percent. This 
would effect a further saving to the banks of 
nearly $2,000,000 per annum. If the Me-

The call for the meeting held last night de- 
clates that the scandal and misgovernment 
arising from the present system of confirma- 
tion by the Aldermen calls for legislative in- 
terference, Mr. Roosevelt, in offering his bill 
for taking away from the Aldermen the 
power they have so misused, said in sub- 
stance that the Aldermen represent a con- 
temptible oligarchy who barter and sell their 
votes for money, patronage, and place.

He therefore proposes that all their 
share in determining who shall be the heads 
of departments be taken away from them, 
and that the power of appointment be vested 
exclusively in the Mayor. 

The power these Aldermen obey is the 
boss. The boss is the embodiment of the 
doggeries and the plunderers. He is the Im- 
perator raised to command by the legions of 
the slums and rummeries. He is a dictator. 
But he is the kind of dictator that Mr. Roose- 
velt and his kind do not like, and so, in de- 
fault of getting the respectable people” to 
attend to the public business, the power of 
the Legislature is invoked to create another 
dictator, the Mayor, with absolute power of 
appointment.

In birth and blood Miss Fortescue is the 
equal of Lord Cairns’ boy. _ She is immeas- 
urably his superior in everything else.

ENGLAND'S EGYPTIAN D/LEMA. 

The present situation of affairs in Egypt is 
the outcome of duplicity, false pretenses, and 
absolute persecution, practiced in some cases 
and tolerated in others by the English Gov-. 
ernment in the interests of stock speculators 
and usurers who own at least one-half the 
iniquitous and fraudulent debt of one hun- 
dred millions of pounds which has been 
forced upon the Egyptians without their con- 
sent, and the principal of which was squan- 
dered long ago by the most corrupt Khedive 
who has ever ruled that unfortunate country. 

The first step of the Government was to 
send Commissioners to Egypt to examine the 
finances, and this was in the interests of the 
usurious bondholders.

In carrying out this object the 
whole country was filled up with swarms of 
English officeholders, extravagantly paid.

en further said, ** A school is not needed in that 
neighborhood; the residents who can afford it are 
moving further west or into more desirable locali- 
ties on the North or South Side.” Allow me to 
differ from you on this proposition. Itis admitted 
that the neighborb is a poor one and that parties 
who can afford it move into better localities. But 
how about the poor people who cannot afford 
it? How many localities can you find in this 
city which have a greater popwlation? The 
two nearest schools to Forquer street, the Polk 
and Foster Schools, bave about 400 haif-day 
pupils. Is it not to the interest of this community 
that these poor children should receive a common- 
school education? At best they only get a few 
years of schooling, for as soon as they are old 
enough they are sent to work in order to assist 
their parents, and it is my opinion that we can with 
greater safety spare a schoo! in a richer district. 

You further say, Until recently the Board of 
Education has enjoyed a reputation for integrity to 
the public good.“ And why not now? 

The Committee on Buildings and Grounds” is 
composed of Messrs. Stensland, Bridge, and Wen- 
ter, gentlemen whose honesty was never doubted 
in this community. and it is hardly fair to charge 
them or any other member witli being in a ring“ 
upon a mere suspicion, totally lacking a foundation 
im fact. The Committee On “Buildings and 
Grounds” recommends the purchase of sites, and 
it very rarely happens that a site is purchased ex- 
cept the one recommended by mem. 

Therefore, if there is a ring, One or more mem- 
bers of that committee must be in it. And in ref- 
erence to that matter I beg to make this sugges- 
tion: Let the Citizens’ Association, with the codp- 
eration of your own staff, enter upon an investiga- 
tion, and w defray expenses! herewith offer to 
contribute the sum of $500, which I will deposit in 
my bank subject to your order, to be paid over to 
you if you succeed in showing that any one of that 
committee has been dishonest or corrupt either in 
the recommending or in the purchasing of school- 
sites, and I further promise that you shal! have the 
full coBperation and assistance of the officers and 
employés of the board to aid in the investigation.

[Mr. Kraus, it will be observed, makes the ad- 
mission that the price which the board proposes 
to pay for the Forquer street lot is higher than

TRIBUNE statements were based, that property 
in the vicinity was not worth more than $70, 
In an interview published in Taz Trisune of 
Feb. 7 Mr. Brenock said that he considered $70 
a foot a fair price for the land.

AN INDIANA DIVOROB. 


It Fails to Secure to a Mother the 
Custody of Her Child—A Sensational 
Case. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Feb. 14.—[Special.}—A 
very important suit for the custody of a child 
was decided in the Supreme Court today. Her- 
man G. Vetterlein & Co. a dozen years ago 
were the leading wholesale tobacconists of New 
York and Philadelphia. Vetterlein married 
Helen V. Garden, daughter of C. H. Garden, a 
Philadelphia millionaire. By the testimony 
which came out in the trial of this case for the 
custody of Herman Guy Vetterlein, who is 15 
years old, it appears that Vetterlein & Ce, were 
mulcted in the sum of several hundred thou- 
sand dollars by the United States for alleged 
infringement of the revenue laws. Shorly 
afterwards the house failed, and Herman Vet- 
terlein’s father-in-law rather frowned upon 
him. Soon domestic trouble began, which cul- 
minated in the present suit. Garden sent his 
daughter and her son to Europe. A year and 
a half later Mrs. Vettericin came quietly back 
to America, went to Lafayette, Ind., where she 
resided a short time, and procured an Indiana 
divorce, entirely unkpown to her husband. 
Then she went to Europe again, where she re- 
sided in Geneva and Paris about nine years, 
or until October last, when she came to 
this city and placed her son in u sghool here. 
When Vetterlein ascertained that his wife and 
son were in this city he came here and tried to 
arrange matters so that the boy should be edu- 
cated under his supervision, but Mr. Garden 


frequently. The Philadelphia millionaire, Mr. 
Garden, burst into tears, as did the lad's 
mother, when the case was so decided. Vetter- 
lein, who is now prominent in the tobacco 
trade, and is said to be very wealthy, naturally 
wishes his son to be properly educated under 
his eye. The Supreme Court Judges in this 
State say the Indiana divorce spoken of above 
is entirely worthless.
